Called Bright

of Good Passenger Vessel.'

Marvin Urges Protection

Shipmaster Denounces Ex
travagant Equipment ; Re
pairs Inefficient, He Say«

Declaring that the outlook for pas
'mugar ships under tho American flag
is better than it has been for t wi¬

se nerations, K. H. Rigg, a naval archi¬
tect, told the Society of Naval Archi-
tecta and Marino Engineers yesterday
that "the more one contemplates the
situation the more one sees that the
hour has struck for America taking hei
full place in world affairs."

Explaining this statement. Mr. Rigg
»aid that the world was still short of
passenger vessels, while the construc¬
tion of new ones was held up by eco¬

nomic conditions, chiefly high first
costs. The increase in tonnage since
"1914 has been entirely in cargo ships,
it was said, while passenger tonnage
shows a decrease from 13,345,000 gross
tons in 1914 to 12,107,000 tons in 1921.
For these reasons it was predicted

tl.at American shipyards would soon
feel the benefit of new orders and that
American steamship companies, with
the new vessels constructed by the
Shipping Board, would be able to get
a strong position in the passenger
traffic of the world.

Plans for Protection
Protection for American shipping as

an offsi to subsidies abroad and to
lov ... ating costs, was the subject
ol paper read before the society
by Winthrop «L. Marvin, vice-president
of the American Steamship Owners'
Association. To make American ship¬
ping successful in competition with for¬
eign fleets, Mr. Marvin said the United
btâtes should do the following:

"1. Find the most practicable form
of equalizing American sea wages and
costs of maintenance with the wages
and cost of maintenance of foreign
ships, by a system of preferential
duties or subsidies and subventions.

"2. Organize American manufac¬
turers, merchants and bankers into a

league as disciplined and powerful as

the similar British League, for ex¬

ample, for securing the carriage of a

greater share of our imports and ex¬

ports to American ships.
"3. Offset foreign subsidies, subven¬

tions, bounties and like national as¬

sistance given to the ships of our com¬

petitors. If it is discovered that the
first cost of American-built ships is

greater than foreign-built ships, there
must, be full compensation for this fac¬
tor also.

Manned by Americans
Mr. Marvin said that unless all of

these things were done the new mer-

chant flect^ which is now being beaten
off the ocean by its competitors, will
inevitably decline and disappear as
our former shipping did after 1855.
In the discussion that followed he de¬
clared that American vessels should
be manned by citizens, so that the
country would be served adequately in
the event of war.
A statement which aroused keen in¬

terest at the rmorning session was
made by a shifimaster who declined
to give his name. He denounced the
extravagant equipment on American
vessels, and said that important sav¬

ings could be made in the operation
of vessels by attention to details. As
an instance, he said that the con¬

sumption of fresh water on his ship
had been reduced from 150 to fourteen
tons a voyage. Overhead charges in
steamship companies were excessive
and must be cut down, he said.
A paper prepared by Hear Admiral

li. 11. Rousseau was read to the so¬

ciety. This suggested that Congress
in making appropriations for harbor
improvements should give preference
to the ports which have shown the
greatest initiative during tho year.
He went at length into the impor¬
tance of port facilities in the devel¬
opment of American shipping. One
of his recommendations was that a

port should be penalized in appropria¬
tions unless 50 per cent of the ton¬
nage entered and cleared is American.
If this was done, he declared, there
would be greater efforts on the part
of all seaboard communities to assist
shipping under the United States flag,
Admiral Rousseau was emphatic in

opposing munitrpal control of port
, administration, and said that there
should be full authority in a munici¬
pal corporation independent of the city
government. He cited legislation en¬
acted for this purpose by the states of
Washington and Florida.
A paper on apprenticeships, schools

and scholarships by Charles F. Bailey
was read at the closing session.

This information wan)obtained from Ihe local pilots and fromihp United Slat«-«, Vice-Consul,

Denies Board Ships
Are Charged Higher
Rates on Insurance

S. D. ¡VlcComb Says Record
of OperatingCompanies Is
Only Basis of Calculating
ami Defends Underwriters

Denial that marine insurance com-
panics charge higher rates on Shipping
Board vessels as such, than upon other
American owned ships, is made by S.
D. McComb, manager of the Marine
Ofllee of America, in a letter to Captain
C. A. McAllister, vice-president of thoAmerican Bureau of Shipping. He de¬clare« that when greater rates are re¬quired this is due to the bad recordof the operating company."Both in the daily press and in manymagazines articles have appeared ex¬pressing the belief that users of Ship¬ping Board boats have been penalizedin their insurance rates and that there
is a tendency on the part, of marine
insurance companies to charge higherrutea on Shipping Board boats as such,"
suys the letter.
"A careful investigation of this con¬

firmo my belief that there is abso¬
lutely no foundation for such a state¬
ment. I know of no marine insurance
company which does such a thing. In
any given trade the rates are lixed fordifferent lines. If there is a line of
steamers which operates good boats, is
under competent management, with re¬
liable officers and has a record show¬
ing few claims year in and year out
that line will be given a low rate in
accordance with its record. Another
line may be operating between the
same points, the management and per¬
sonnel not so good, have a record of
frequent claims and shippers by that
line will be charged accordingly. If
some men with no knowledge whatever
of the steamship business start a new
line, and in the underwriters' opinion
the men are incompetent, and the prob¬
abilities are that their record Avili be
bad, rates will be fixed on that basis.

"lt is an unfortunate fact that many
operators of Shipping Board boats
were incompetent and had a bad rec¬
ord, and the .rates on these boats were
fixed in accordance with the record.
The fact that they were Shipping
Board boats had nothing whatever to
do with the rates. Where Shipping*
Board boats were in the bands of com¬
petent operators, the rates on these
boats were exactly the same as on
similar boats which the operators
owned themselves. Some of the in¬
competent operators, with bad records,
complain because they were not given
the same rates as competent operators
who had an honorable record of a

year's standing, but there is no basis
for a just complaint, as rates are based
on results."

is a nephew of a former Mayor of Bal¬
timore, pleaded guilty before Judge
Mclntyre in General Sessions yester¬
day to an indictment charging him
with grand larceny ,in the first degree.

Gutheridge, who was a clerk in the
Continental Hotel, at Broadway and
Forty-first Street, disappeared last Oc¬
tober, according to the police, with
$700 of the hotel's money. He was
next heard of when tho police in New
Orleans communicated with tho police
here saying that a man named Guth¬
eridge had come to them and asked if
he was wanted in Now York.
The defendant tolo the court that he

went out with some convivial friends,
and the next thin;-* he knew he was in
New Orleans without a cent in his
pocket. He said he suspected the hotel
people thought his disappearance
queer, and that he lost no time in sur¬
rendering and coming here to face the
charge, to which he had no defense.
After hearing his story and learningthat restitution had been made byGutheridge's family the court sus¬
pended sentence.

Violence in Milk
Strike Increases;
Two Men Stabbed

inquiry Into the Conspiracy
Charge Loses Force When
Dooling Declares Investi¬
gation Will Be Passive

inquiry into charges of the striking
milk workers thBt the New York Milk
Conference Board is a "trust" and a

"conspiracy" lost some of its force
yesterday when Assistant District At-
torney John T. Dooling announced that
"the investigation wiü be passive, so

far as New York County Is concerned,
inasmuch as it ha's be«n taken up by
Assistant District Attorney Edward
Cooper of Kings County."

Mr. Cooper was reported to have
discussed Cíe union charges during the
ufternoon with George W. Briggs and
other strike leader?, but no announce¬
ment of the. result was made.
"The insincerity of the union in

these charges is so apparent that no
refutation is needed to show it in its
true light," said I. Elkin Nathans, sec-
retary of the Milk Conference Board.
"The union already has made plain its
regard for public welfare. Among the
papers filed in the argument for an
injunction was a circular sent to the
office forces of the distributors, de¬
claring: 'We want to stop the entire
machinery for the distribution of milk,
except to such places as hospitals and
child-caring institutions, and that
under the supervision of the strikers'
committee.' "

Violence attributed to the strikers
was considerably increased yesterday.
Two Borden employees, William

Jackson and Harry Bullock, were
stabbed in the back by an alleged
strike sympathizer while they were

walking in Second Avenue, near Tenth
Street. Their assailant escaped. They
were taken to their homes after their
wounds had been dressed by an am¬
bulance surgeon.

In Brooklyn two strikers, Joseph
Fogelstrom and Charles Edgerton, were
arraigned in Fifth Avenue court on
charges of assaulting two milk com¬
pany employees.

speeding toward normal, and breaks in
the strikers' ranks are becoming more
apparent daily," Mr. Nathans said.

Cabman Finds $5,000 Gems
Turns Over Bags to Police;

Woman Identifies Them
Thomas Byrnes, a taxicab driver, of

126 West 109th Street, turned over
two mesh bags containing $5,000 in
jewelry to the police of the East
Thirty-fifth Street police station yes¬
terday.

No
decision has yet been reached as to
whethe)' the Fedefal or municipal «gov¬
ernment is to pay for the construction
of the building which will be erected
to house the downtown postoffice and
the Federal judiciary.

Court Upholds Right of
TV. Y. Central to Roadbed
Supreme Court Decision Sus

tained in Hudson River
Route Suit

The Appellate Division yesterday
unanimously sustained the decision cf
Justice Donnelly of the Supreme Court,
against the City of New York, in its
action to oust the New York Central
Pvailroad Company from the use of its
roadbed along the Hudson Tarer, from
Seventy-second Street to Spuyten
Duyvil Cieek. This action was one of
many which have been brought againstrailroad corporations by Corporation
Counsel O'Brien, at the instigation of
Mayor Hylan.

It was. the view of the higher court,following the opinion previously ex¬
pressed by Justice Donnelly, that the.
Legislature which granted the N?\v
York Ceneral franchise han an unqes-
tionable right to do so and that if
such right had not existed, the right
to occupy the roadbed has been ac¬
quired by the railroad company by ad¬
verse possession.
The City of New York contended

that the New York Central had located
on lands not covered in the franchise
granted by the Legislature in 1846 and
that such occupancy was unlawful and
a trespass.
"The rights cf the railroad com¬

pany," said Justice Walter Lloyd
Smith, who wrote the opinion of the
Appellate Division, "do not exist under
any general law which, requires a
franchise from the municipality. The
franchise was given by the state itself,
subject only to the approval of the
snunicipal authorities, which approval
was given."
